U.S. stance hardening

He was less specific 
about te settlementa in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, and !t was 
assumed at the time that he was 
referring only to the Sinat.

Political observers here believe 
that this controversy will head the 
agenda during Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan'’s talks here on Thurs- 
day with Seeretary of State Vance.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. has 
decided to approve pending Israeli 
fighter-aircraft requests on 8 
piecermea! basis, administration and 
congreasicnal sources confirmed 
yesterday. 

The sources s2id that the ad- 
ministration therefore will authorize 
in the near future the sale to Israel of 
only between one-third and one-half 
of its request for 150 7-16 fighters 
and no additional F-15s. 

But the administration will inform 
Israel and its supporters in Congress 
that the U.S. will authorize the sale 
of additiona) F-15s as well as ad- 
ditiona! F-16s in coming years. 

The administratior. wil] make the 
point that the piecemeai authoriza- 
tion of these requests is the result of 
a reduced global arms ceiling which 
the U.S. has set for itself in the 
current fisca! year. The Carter ad- 
ministration has been trying to cut 
back on foreign arms transfers since 


taking office. to approve only some 
of the Israeli request for F'-16s at this 
time as a politically linked decision, 
one designed “to keep Israel on a 
short leash."" 

Israel had been hoping the ad- 
ministration would approve the en- 
tire request of 150 F-16¢ at this time 
as well as Israel's already-approved 
option for another 25 of the more ex- 
pensive F-15s. The first 25 F-15s were 
authorized for Israel last last year. 

‘Administration officials ins insist that 
ting out that the strength of the 
Israel Air Force and the Arab-Israeli 
arms balance will not be adversely 
affected by the decision. Delivery of 
the 150 requested F-16s and the se- 
cond batch of 25 F-15s is to be con- 
eluded in the mid-1980s, and Israeli 
needs will be met by that time.

‘Sadat ‘encouraged’ by U.S. 
approach to M.E. issue

PARIS. — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat said here yesterday 
that he was “encouraged” by the 
U.S. approach to the Middle East 
conflict and hoped President Jimmy 
Carter could bridge the gulf 
separating Israel and Egypt. 

Sadat was addreasing a press con- 
ference at the end of his 18-hour visit 
to France, where he discussed the 
Middle East situation with President 
Valery Giscard d‘Estaing during 
private talks and at dinner on Sun- 


The Egyptian president delivered 
his latest public praise of the U.S. ἃ 
few hours after the Israel cabinet 
registered its regret and protest at 
the U.S. stand on Israeli settlements 
on Sinai. 

Questioned at his press conference 
about the settlements, Sadat recall- 
ed that these and the right of 
Palestinians to sélf-determination 
constituted the points of disagree- 
ment between Israel and Egypt. 


Asked about reports that Eavet 
rebuffed by the U.S. when Sadat 
sought arms.there last week, was 
turning to France for more Mirage 


warplanes, Sadat said: “Ἱ did not 
ask President Giscard for arms. 
This question was not discussed by 
us." 

‘The Egyptian president said that 
he had not asked Giscard for arms, 
but ‘fully informed him of all 
developments.” 

In spite of this half denial, 
diplomatic sources here say that the 
two men discussed the possibility of 
Egypt buying in France the planes 
and other weapons it needs, should 
America refuse to sell them. The 
sourcea said no details ag to types of 
planes, finance or delivery dates 
were discussed, but that the princi- 
ple was broached. Egypt might want 
to obtain in France the Mirage F-1 
fighter bomber which is described 
by experts as the Buropean 
equivalent of the American F-16. 

Sadat said his immediate objec- 
tive was to establish a joint state- 
ment of principles by Egypt and 
Israel which would serve as 
guidelines to their negotiating com- 
missions. 

Sadat hesitated when asked 
whether he planned a new visit to 
Jerusalem. He replied: “‘We have no 
plans along these lines for the time 
being." δ

. | Local tycoon orders flying office’ from Cabinet promises to help 
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hard-hit citrus farmers 


By YITZHAK ORED 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — The cabinet decided at 
its weekly meeting on Sunday to give 
full. support to citrus farmers, 
Minister of Agriculture Ariel Sharon 
told a delegation of the Citrus 
Marketing Board yesterday. 

Zvi Kenan, managing director of 
the CMB, did not reveal to The 
Jerusalem Post what this support in- 
cluded. “‘All I can tell you is that the 
government will help us overcome 
the current crisis,"' he said. 

The crisis peaked about two weeks 
ago, when the first of about 20 
mercury-contaminated oranges 
were found in Europe. This number 
includes oranges from Spain, Moroc- 
co and Italy, as well as Israeli 
oranges. Since then sales have 
dropped, according to certain 


-reports, up to about 40 per cent. 


Kenan said he is confident that 
sales will soon return to their normal 
level and that the board is planning 
accordlagly. 

The citrus farmers have also com- 
plained about damage from heavy 
winds early in the season and a 
reduction in profits due to the new 
economie policy. 


The Post has learned that the CMB 
is considering selling the unsold 
citrus to processing plants in Israel. 
But Kenan denied these reports. 


However, Moshe Cohen, in charge 
of supplying citrus to processing 
plants at the Cltrus Products Export 
Board, told The Post yesterday that 
negotiations are under way with the 
CMB to receive more Shamouti 
oranges, which are now being pick- 
ed. The main problem, he sald, is 
that the farmers are demanding an 
extra IL200 per ton above the 
1484.50 per ton that they are now 
receiving zrom industrialists. 


Cohen emphasized that the plants 
could absorb all the oranges that the 
CMB could supply. He said that 
nearly all the planta were only work- 
ing at about one-third capacity 
because of lack of fruit. The plants 
are processing about 2,500 tons daily 
when they could actually process 
about 7,000 tons. 

Cohen said they only needed 12: 
hours to gear themselves to receive 
extra quantities of fruit. He added 
that if they recelved more fruit Jocal- 
ly. they would have to buy less citrus 
concentrates from Brazil. 


Bran must be packed in sealed boxes 


‘Soon be illegal to advertise 


medicinal powers of food

The Health Ministry will shortly 
publish regulations making it illegal! 
to advertise any food as possessing 
spectal medicinal powers, a ministry 
source told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The regulations to be issued by 
Health Minister Eliezer Shostak, 
foliow a furore over the sale of bran 
as a remedy for constipation. 

The wheat by-product, which had 
until recently been sold exclusively 
as chicken feed. was often being 
marketed without regard for 
regulations regarding human con- 
sumption. 

Following a newa report last week 
which questioned the purity of bran, 
the ministry ordered that all bran 
sold for human consumption be 
packaged In sealed containers carry- 
ing the name of the producer or 
packager. The ministry also tighten- 


ed its rules regarding food adver- — 


tising. 

Health Ministry deputy legal ad- 
viser Dr. David Frenkel explained 
that similar regulations already ex- 
isted, but they did not cover all types 
of food. 


The regulations specifically ex- 
cept any recommendation made by & 
doctor to his patients. 

Nutritionist Dr. Ya'acov Tlany last 
night told The Jerusalem Post that 
raw bran contains phytic acid, which 
tends to absorb iron and other 
minerals and can thus promote 
anerni 


8. 

He suggested that those wishing to 
benefit from bran should aiso eat 
Standard dark bread. The yeast in 
the bread, he noted, decomposes 
phytic acid. 

He also noted that cellulose, the 
beneficial component in bran, is also 
present in unpeeled fruits and 
vegetables. 


Cafe owner gets 
year for currency 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The owner of a 
Tel Aviv cafe was yesterday 
sentenced to a year's imprisonment 
and fined IL50,000 for illegal posses- 
sion of foreign currency when that 
was still an offence. 

District Court Judge Shmuel 
Kwart said that the lifting of the 
currency restrictions in the 
government’s new economic policy 
does not exempt past offenders from 
punishment. 

The prisoner, Shimshon Haim, 44, 
owns the Hakochav cafe on the cor- 
ners of Lilienblum and Nahalat 
Binyamin streets. In October 1976 
police found foreign currency worth 
(at the time) IL.140,000 concealed in 
an overhead electric fan in the cafe. 

Haim's son Eliahu, 21, was 
sentenced to six months' imprison- 
ment several months ago on the 
same charge. 

Shimshon Haim's one-year jail 
term was an activation of suspended 
sentences for previous currency 
offences. 


Police hunt attackers 
of elderly couple 


TEL AVIV (Itim).— Police are look- 
ing for two sanitation workers who 
they believe attacked and tried to 
rob an elderly couple in their flat 
here on Sunday. 

The couple, Nandor and Blanca 
Avner, aged 84 and 74 respectively, 
eould not positively Identify the 
assailants after the attack but said 
they believed them to be cleaning 
men they had previously seen work- 
ing in their neighbourhood, around 
Rehov Habashan. 

Mrs. Avner is in hospital recover- 
ing from stab wounds inflicted by the 
two men when she and her husband 
screamed for help. The robbers fled 
without taking anything. 

A suspect detained immediately 
after the incident has been released, 
police said.

Nazi salutes at Kappler’s funeral 


SOLTAU, West Germany (AP). — 
With a trumpeted farewell and Nazi 
salutes, SS officer Herbert Kappler 
was buried in a pine-lined grave in 
this town of 15,000 yesterday. 

Rumbling artillery from nearby 
NATO firing ranges provided a 
background for prayers and hymns 
at the one-hour service. 

At the burial, a brown-haired man 
wearing sun glasses stood at the 
graveside and called out to Kappler 
in the name of the German Wehr- 
macht farmed forces): “But what 
you are, have the courage to be fully. 
You, Herbert Kappler, acted on 
orders. You did what every German 
officer would have done." 

The speaker was not immediately 
identified. He was one of at least four 
men who gave the Nazi salute at the 
open grave. Police said there were 
about 100 mourners inside the 
cemetery chapel and at least

“The exploitation of cheap labour. 
and the stratification of Arabs doing 
manual labour and Jews doing the 
managerial work is the real cancer 
of Israel," he declared. 


Robert Pranger, director of 


foreign and defence policy studies at . 
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the American, Ent Institute 
for Public Policy Research, 
Washington, said that ‘keeping the 
Israel Army on the West Bank would 
be unacceptable to the Arabs. The 
proposal currently being offered by 
* Israel is: viewed by the Arabs as at 
best a peace granted by a victorious 
power, or at worst a cover for Israeli 


expansion. ε 

The implied and sometimes overt 
criticism of the self-rule proposal of 
the Prime Minister was based on the 
fact that the plan lacks some of the 
essential ingredients needed for a 
workable arrangement. 

The bulk of the participants believ- 
ed that a federation is the only 
political solution. The questions 
which concerned them was what 
form of union. 

Many speakers drew attention to 
the fact that a bi-national federation 
‘would be the most diffficult to imple- 
ment because of the imbalance 
between the two parties. 

A number of speakers said that 
previous experience had shown that 
the most successful federations had 
more than just two units. A possible 
way out would be for a series of can- 
tons dividing up the area controlled 
by Israel since 1967 into a number of 
units, some argued. 


Invariably the participants

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War is not a pretty thing 


THE WAR of Independence was not 
played by the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules. A case in point is 
the story told as part of ἃ 
programme on the Golan! Brigade. 
Par; One, as broadcast by Galei 
Zahal last Monday at 1905 hrs. 

We deliberately quote the fallow- 
ing out of context. It concerns & 
minor episode in the war, following 
the mortal wounding of a Kibbutz 
Dovrat tractorist. A punitive expedi- 
tion was sent out by the then still 
clandestine Golani headquarters, to 
comb the fields of the Arab villagers 
believed responaibie for the murder. 

“We went up to the feliah and said 
Marhaba. He replied Marhaba. I 
then pulled cut a revolver and shot 
him dead.” Unquote. 

What was migsing from this story, 
as from the Hirbet Hira uproar. was 
an undistorted analysis of what 
prompted the Hagana to resort to 
these tactics. The reasons could 
have been compressed into a single 
word: Deterrent. 

The Hagana at that time was stil! 
much too feeble to provide 2 com- 
prehensive all-round protection for 
the Yishuv. Its commanders were 
only too well aware of the crucial 
tests that still lay ahead. These were 
people stili suffering from the 
trauma of the Holocaust, fighting for 
their very survival and denied all 
other options. Only those who know 
the pitiful stocks of weapons at the dis- 
posal of the Hagana and its inade- 
quately trained manpower can have 
an idea of what things were Jike in 
those days. (Have you ever tried to 
hit a target with a Mannlicher car- 
bine, a typical Hagana weapon; or 
manipulated a Hotchkiss Machine 
Gun or lit the su!phur match head of a 
home-made ‘‘Dee™ type bomb?) 

To complicate matters further the 
numerica! odds were overwhelming- 
Iy in the Arab favour. The Arabs had 
immense reserves of manpower and, 
unlike the Israelis, enjoyed an 
almost unlimited supply of modern 
light arms from neighbouring Arab 
countries and at times also trained 
reinforcements, as compared with 
the museum-piece arms collection 
scrounged by the Hagana during the 
previous decades and its “ton the job 
training” with a motley collection of 
human beings — many of them total- 
ly bewildered and just out of the DP 
camps of Europe. (Some had to be 
shown, literally, which side of the ri- 
fle the bullet came out of). 

But the Golani story could have 
been told better, in spite of the par- 
ticipation of Avraham Yoffe, an 
erstwhile commander of the 
Brigade, and (πον) funny 
reminiscences of characters like

“man who claims to know better, the 
rambling monologue interrupted 
trom time to time --- without rhyme 
or reason — by snatches of song 
(Theodorakis, for an opener) or 
spouting unconnected banat 
generalities «“‘without the freedom 
of the individual, national freedom is 
meaningless") and more of the same 
was inexcusable. _ 

T would have switched off much 
earlier had it not been for his 
irritating remarks on the quality of 
life in Jaffa-Tel Aviv 10 or 15 years 
ago or maybe more. when he, Bahar, 
was @ youngster. 

His parents arrived in Israel in the 
fifties and were housed in Jaffa. 
They found, he said, ‘deserted ruins, 
no electricity and only an intermit- 
tent supply of water.'’ They had, so 
he assured us, been used to more 
spacious quarters and a regular in- 
come. Now they didn't know where 
this week's lamb stew was going to 
come from. Tel Aviv was tantallzing- 
ly glittering and glamorous and far 
away.. 

And there was injustice. Par- 
ticularly’ in school. As a result, his 
school-mates were today largely 
sellers of watermelon, sunflower- 
seeds and Included at least one 
prominent criminal. The implication 
was that the authorities were to be 
blamed. Hence Mr. Bahar is incens- 
ed whenever such hypocritical 
words as “Integration™ are used by 
the high and mighty. Only the 
children of the well-to-do could go to 
decent secondary schools, There was 
@ cruel and deliberate weeding-out 
process and most of the people Mr. 
Bahar cared for evidently didn't 
make jt. 

More Baharesque ‘‘facts'’’: a 
“provincial” witch hunt against all 


youngsters who didn't belong to the 
“right kind of" tread: pioneering) 
youth movements. But all the 
{deologists of yesteryear with whom 
he was acquainted are now either 
real estate speculators, diamond 
merchants or building contractors. 
Their principal topics of conversa- 
tion “whenever I am forced to meet 
them for professional or social 
reasons” are their new cars and 
posh Herzliya villas. 


Well — all I can say that Jaffa In 
1950 or later was stil] much better 
than the manbarat (transit camps} 
and that the maabarot were better 
than what was offered olim during 
the seven preceeding decades of 
aliya, It seems to me that the good 
people of Or Yehuda or Kfar 
Yeruham have more of a case than 
Mr. Bahar has. 


‘And Sderoth Yerushalayim, Jaffa 
1978, is just as nice a street as many 
Tel Aviv thoroughfares were two 


decades earlier. Maybe even nicer. .

“think” they have something wrong 
with their ticker. Dr. Carasso 
recommends sending them to an ex- 
pert. If the electrocardiogram shows 
nothing wrong, sedation and psy- 
chotherapeutic treatment is in- 
dicated. Bully for the therapy. 


Who am I to cross swords with the 
learned doctor? But 1 do know of one 
guy who, before taking a trip, went 
to sec a doctor to complain about 
chest pain and all the rest. The doc- 
tor was an expert. The cardiogram 
was flawless. The doctor's verdict: 
“You have a heart like a Swiss 
watch.” The Swiss should sue him 
for slander. My friend had a massive 
heart attack within the month. 


So next time he felt poorly he went 
to see a governmental panel of four 
doctors and a military surgeon for 
reclassification. The military sur- 
Bzeon graded him '97’ (believe {t or 
not) and accused him of malinger- 
ing.

For the un- 
initiated, here's how to eat this 
delicious thistle: pull a leaf from the 
cooked choke, dip the fleshy base in 
Sauce and draw this part through the 
teeth. After finishing the leaves in 
thia fashion, pull out and discard the 
hairy thistle (the choke") and con- 
tinue eating the bottom considered a 
delicacy. 

Before cooking artichokes, soak 
them in water with salt or vinegar to 
draw out any insects biding in the 
leaves. In choosing them at market, 
Pick those with leaves tightly closed.

According to Bronstein, those in- 
dustries with the greatest potential 
for energy savings will have been 
surveyed by the end of this month. 
The goal, he said, was “trying to 
figure out which industries deserve 
the highest incentives.”

Attitudes were divided over the 
need for ‘the death penalty for 
terrorists who took human lives. 

The consensus was that 
businessmen should accept the risk 
of -being kidnapped as a new 
professional hazard, while taking all

Avoid ostentation, 
MK warns bank

TEL AVIV. — A prominent Likud 
MK has asked for the immediate 
transfer of Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee meetings — when in Tel Aviv 
— from the luxurious premises of the 
Industria! Development Bank at 
Asia House. 


Yigal Cohen-Orgad MK, leader of 
the committee's Likud caucus, made 
this request in a letter to committee 
chairman Shlomo Lorincz, He ex- 
plained that his proposal was aimed 
at expressing the committee's 
“stern disapproval" of the decision 
of the Industrial Development Bank 
to move to Asia House, ‘‘the most ex- 
pensive business premises in Tel 
Aviv." 


While praising the bank for its 
hospitality to the committee, Orgad- 
Cohen questions the bank 
management's decision to pay arent 
of IL139 per sq.metre, which — he 
Said — was 50 per cent higher than 
pyerage business rents elsewhere in 

own. 


What disturbed the Herut 
economic expert was that a bank ex- 
isting on Government financing 
Should indulge in such luxury at a 
time “when industry was struggling 
for its very existence." 

Cohen-Orgad wants the bank and 
other public bodies to set an example 
of avoiding “conspicuous consump- 
ton." He wants the bank to end its 
lease as quickly as possible.

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Bank Hapoalim profits 
rise by 95 per cent

TEL AVIV. Bank Hapoalim 
yesterday announced the results of 
its operations for the year ending 
December 31, 1977. The balance 
sheet total came to 1L122.553.2m1., a 
gain of 95.1 per cent over 1976. In the 
past mine years the balance shect has 
grown by 65 times. 

Net after-tax profits were 
1L391.1m., ἃ gain of 95 per cent over 
the preceding year. 

The 7 management of the bank wil! 
recommend at the annua] meeting 
the payment of cash dividends in the 
order of 12.5 per cent and 15.5 per 
cent on the ordinary and preferred 
shares, respectively. They will also 
recommend the payment of 30 per 
cent in bonus shares to holdera of 
both categories of shares. 

In the year under review deposits 
from the public reached IL.31.9b., an 
increase of about 92 per cent. De-. 
mand deposits accounted for IL5.4b. 
of the public's deposits, or some 17 
per cent of the deposits from the 
general public. 


Total deposits with the bank grew 
by more than 88 per cent, to IL-105.2b. 

In the past year the bank broaden- 
ed its capital base by way of two 
securities issues which were floated 
on the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange and 
realized IL848m. 

At the date of the balance sheet the 
bank's capital means stood at 
IL2.5b. 

The bank's pre-tax profit of 
IL907m. and profits from operations, 
after deducting the sum of I.555m. 
for taxes, was IL352.4m. Extraor- 
dinary after-tax profits brought the 
figure up to IL391.1m. 

Bank Hapoalim, 88 in past years, 
has stressed in 1977 the expansion of 
its overseas activities. In the U.S. 
fgur new branches were established. 
The New York and Los Angeles 
branches are in operation, while 
those in Boston and Chicago are 
operating in temporary premises 
and are awaiting formal opening. “ 

In Engiand the bank has three 
branches, two ἐπ London and one in 
Manchester. 


Trying to regulate the 
world supply of wheat 


GENEVA, (UPI). — Fifty nations 
began negotiations yesterday on a 
new international wheat agreement 
to include a reserve stock to keep the 
world fed whenever poor harvests 
cause shortages. 


The six-week conference aims at δ 
workable agreement to replace the 
1971 Wheat Arrangement, which ex- 


pires June 30. 
Officials at the U.N. Conference Ο on 
Trade and Development 


(UNCTAD), which convened the 
conference, said the 1971 agreement 
never worked. It failed to prevent 
wide price fluctuations and at times 
also failed to stop reserve stocks 
from falling to “precarious” levels. 

Exeluding the Soviet Union and 
China, UNCTAD said, stocks fell in 
1974 and 1975 to 100m. tons, equal to 
12 to 13 per cent of annual world con- 
sumption. Before that stocks had 
amounted to 165m. tons, or 19 per 
cent of consumption. 

UNCTAD proposed that the 
minimum safe level of world 
carryover stocks be within the range 
of 17 to 18 per cent of world consump- 
tion, with the reserve element 
amounting to five to six per cent and 
the remainder being in ‘'working"' or 
“pipeline” stocks. 

UNCTAD said price fluctuations in, 
past years have also been too large, 
to the detriment of the poorer 
developing countries who account 
for more then one-half of total wheat 
imports. 

From 1974 to 1976, the organization 
said, the developing countries spent

When Peled’s car was destroyed in 
an accident, the charge sheet says, 
Wexler signed a Jetter pricing an 
equivalent new car at IL40,000 when 
it was worth about IL36,000 — but 
Peled paid even less than the list 
price when he bought the new car 
from Wexler.

American College, Jerosaiem 
in liquidation 
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What wages can we afford? 


ISRAEL has managed to maintain full employment, at a time 
when 15 milfion men and women in the industrialised countries 
are out of work. The Government's plan for this year calis for 

. the restoration of the dynamic of economic growth (in suspense 
since 1973), without which this situation of full employment can- 
not be maintained indefinitely. 

To achieve the two objectives, economic growth (export-led) 
and continued full employment, the State budget contains a 
number of provisos, one of them concerning wages. Wages 
should not go either up or down. They must remain stable in real 
terms; that is, they may go up in nominal terms by the same 
amount as prices. 

Prices, the budget expects, will climb by about 35 per cent. 
The cost-of-living allowance will go up in that case by 25 per 
cent, and wage-creep will add another 4 or 5 per cent. So basic 
wages may be increased through collective bargaining by (on 
the average) six or seven per cent, maximum. Anything more 
than that will wreck the economic prognosis. . 

The Histadrut has announced that it will put in for a pay rise 
of 10-15 per cent, and more in profitable firms, The average rise 
will be greater than 15 per cent, because the labour movement is 
likewise bidding for a higher minimum salary; and the effect of 
such an adjustment would escalate, via the differentials, all the 
way up the wage system. 

It may be claimed that this is what the workers are.deman- 
ding, not what they will get. But the Histadrut's stipulations are 
considered by the labour force ag a minimum that everybody is 
entitled to receive. Each individual union then adds its own 
demands on top of that. The public sector — not unusually — is a 
leader in the field. The Civil Servanis Union wants a rise of 50 
per cent. 

Translating the calculations made by Treasury theorists into 
practical terms, we can say that the wage increase this year 
should be what the market will bear. This can only be tested in 
that sector of the economy which works on ἃ basis of profit and 
loss — and that is the private sector, not the civil service. 

Therefure, the Histadrut’s wage bid should be exposed first of 
all to the process of bargaining with the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. Let the industrialists work out with their own personnel 
what salary benefits can be taken out of current earnings. (It 
will probably be ἃ hike of 6-10 per cent.) The civil service con- 
tract should be negotiated after that, taking into account what 
the industrial workers have managed to gain. 

There is a difference of opinion as to whether the 
Government's desire to make industrial wages grow more than 
civil service wages is justified or not. But no-one believes that 
civil service wages should increase more than industrial wages. 
Yet industry cannot under any circumstances pay the 50 per 
cent that their union is demanding for Government employees. 

To start with that demand would be to put the cart before the 
horse. And it might lead to unemployment in the civil service. If 
the civil servants were to content themselves this time with a 
“linkage” to the private sector, they might reasonably request 
the Government, as part of the wage settlement, to guarantee 
enough budget funds so that the pay rise does not cause any dis- 
ruptions in their employment.

AGAIN, Syrian Foreign Minister Khaddam has gone to Beirut 
to take up what is being euphemistically labelled the underlying 
problems of the current situation, .. 

The reason why Damascus must always despatch its Foreign 
Minister ~ if not a higher personage — to confer with the 
leaders of Lebanon is, of course, the same old one: because 
Syria does nof, to this day, formally acknowledge the in- 
ol aaa of the Land of the Cedars. It has no ambassador in 

it. 

As for the “underlying problems” that bear renewed discus- 
sion, they are the same old issues that brought on, and that stem 
from, Sytia's military presence in Lebanon for the past two 
years. 

To believe the news agencies, it was a roadblock set up by the 
Syrian forces, in the face of objections by a Christian com- 
mander of the Lebanese army, that set off fresh fighting in the 
capital. In fact, it is highly doubtful whether that roadblock was 

- more than an occasion for an eruption that was bound to occur. 

That venerable Christian leader, Pierre Jemayyel, has placed 
responsibility for it at the door of an unnamed “‘third party," in- 
terested in spoiling progress towards domestic peace in 
Lebanon — and in discrediting Hafez Assad just at the time he 
waa ing for a second term as Syria's President. ᾿ 

The reference could only have been to Iraq, with whose agents 
Lebanon is fairly crawling. . 

Now the Ba'ath group in control of Iraq has a score to settle 
with the faction that rules Syria; but the dispute is by no means 
limited to Lebanon. Both countries are, in a loose sense, 
members of the Rejectionist Front. But while Damascus has ac- 
commodated itself to the phraseology, although not to the re- 
quirements, of a peace settlement with Israel, Baghdad 
remains dead set against the very idea. ~ 

That is one reason why Iraq walked out of the Tripoli con- 
ference last December, and why last month it refused 
altogether to attend the Algiers rejectionist summit. 

One of the seemingly concrete results of the meeting in 
Algiers was an agreement between the Syrians and the official 
PLO leadership to concert a regional strategy designed to 
thwart President Sadat in any genuine peace bid. 

In practical terms this meant that the Syrian army, barely 
disguised as the Arab League's Peacekeeping Force, would dig 
in still deeper in Lebanon, allowing the PLO terrorists as free a 
run of the country as won't get them (and Syria) into immediate 
trouble with Israel; and never mind the revised Cairo 
agreements. 


‘This is still not good enough for the red-hot anti-Arafat PLO - 


chieftains — and to their war-m Iraqi patrons. 

But it is aiso unacceptable to Lebanese Christian militants. 
‘They have come to tolerate the Syrian intervention insofar as it 
helped prevent a forcible PLO takeover of the country — and 
held out a prospect of Lebanon eventually being returned to its 
own people, Christians as well as Moslems. But for no other pur-

ar Camille Chamoun, a relatively moderate Christian leader, 
suggested yesterday, the time had come for the Syrians to con- 
sider packing up and leaving the job of keeping law and order, 
and peace and quiet, to the Lebanese themselves. He figured 
that it should take Lebanon's own army no longer than another 
three to four months to complete its course of reorganization. 

There is at present no sign that the Syrians, whose semi- 

_ annual mandate in Lebanon comes up for renewal in April, are 

in any mood to grant M. Chamoun's wish.
